one $1,800 as sidewalk engineer.

‘The Kaiser’s Troops Have

London, December 24.—(10 p. m.)— 
Yinstead of the Christmas truce which 
Pope Benedict endeavored to arrange, 
Christmas Eve finds the armies of the 
beHigerent powers engaged in flerce 
battles on both the astern and west- 
ern fronts, and all Europe celebrating 
the anniversary In a subdued manner. 

In the west the allies’ hammer is tap- 
ping at the German entrenchments, 
trying to find a weak point, while in 
the east the Russians, who have been 
driven back from the Austrian and 
German frontiers, seemingly have been 
prought:to bay behind rivers which of- 
fer them natural defense, and, turn- 
ting, have counter-attacked the Austro- 
Demmact forces.

Along the rest of the front south to 
the Carpathian mountains, the Rus- 
sians claim similar victories; Dut in 
East Prussia the Germans apparently 
have turned the scales on their adver- 
saries and, after having retreated into 
their own territory, resumed the of- 
fensive and again are back in Miawa. 

Even now it ts possible that the 
Germans have resumed their outflank- 
ing tactics, and while keeping the Rus- 
sian center busy by making frontal! 
attacks are hoping to get into Warsaw 
by the back. door. All that is certain 
at present is that the two great armies 
are engaged in one of the greatest bat- 
tles of the world’s history on a front 
which extends from East Prussia to 
the Carpathians and in which the ad- 
vantage sways first one side and then 
to the other. 

Military experts say that the Rus- 
sians, by virtue of retaining the right 
bank of the Vistula as far west as 
Plock, can prevent the Germans from 
using the river for transit of supplies, 
and that along the whole of the rest of 
the front they have rivers and streams 
to fall behind when hard pressed. This, 
however, will all be changed, the ex- 
perts say, when the rivers freeze and 
the armies can easily be moved over 
them.

Paris, December 24.—General Joffre, 
French commander-in-chief, said to 
Colonels Ignatioff and Yarde-Buller, 
the Russian and English military at- 
taches at the fleld headquarters of the 
French army, three or four days ago:

Berlin, December 24.—(By Wireless 
to London.)—The official communica- 
tion issued today by the German gen- 
eral headquarters staff says: 

“The enemy did not renew his at- 
tacks in the neighborhood of Nieuport 
vesterday. At Bixschoote we took 23 
prisoners on December 22. 

“The enemy was again active 
terday 
infantry attacks followed a fierce ar- 
tillery attack made by the enemy in 
the regions of Souain and Perthes. 
These were repulsed. 

“A trench kept under continuous ar- 
tillery fire by the enemy was lost by 
us, but was recaptured in the evening. 
The position was abandoned after this 
successful counter attack because parts 
of the trenches had been aimost lev-.- 
eled by the enemy’s fire. More than 
100 prisoners were left in our hands. 

“In the east we have assumed the 
offensive and are advancing from Nei- 
denburg and Soldau (in East Prussia). 
We have repulsed the Russians after 
séveral days’ fighting at Mlawa (north- 
ern Poland), and the enemy’s positions 
at Miawa again are in our hands, More 
than 1,000 prisoners were taken in 
these battles. 

“At the confluence of the Bzura and 
Rawka rivers fierce bayonet attacks 
took place at many places. The artil- 
lery could do little on account of the 
misty weather 

‘The Russians suffered heavy losses 
on the right bank of the Pilica river 
in the district to. the southeast of 
Tomaszow. The Russians attacked 
fiercely several times, but were re- 
pulsed by the Austro-German armies 
with heavy losses.

SAYS*RUSS REPORT. 


Petrograd, December °24.—The fol- 
lowing statement from the genera: 
staff of the Russian commander-in- 
chief was issued here tonight: 

“On the Bzura river near the chateau 
of Tuchow, five versts below Sochac- 
zew, our troops on the night of De- 
cember 23 utterly routed the strong 
German forces which had crossed to 
the right bank of the Bzura.

GRIFFIN GRANTED: 
A NEW TRIAL BY 
COURT OF APPEALS 


In a decision handed down on 
Thursday by the state court of ap- 
peals, a new trial was granted to. 
W. Griffin, president of the de- 
funct Athens Trust and Banking com- 
pany, who was sentenced to six years 
and six months in the penitentiary in 
Clarke superior court by Judge C. H. 
Brand, July 3, 1913, having been in- 
dicted and convicted in connection 
with the failure of .the bank. 

The appellate court reversed «the 
lower court upon rulings of the state 
supreme court in response to certified 
questions submitted by the court of 
appeals and also upon error in the 
charge of the trial judge to the jury. 

An interesting point ruled upon by 
the supreme court in this case was 
whether a bank is insolvent when it 
cannot pay a eheck for any one of 
its depositors when that depositor has 
sufficient funds in.bank to meet the 
check. The ruling follows: 

“Within the meaning of the penal 
code, section 204, the insolvency of a 
bank is that condition in which its en- 
tire property and assets are insuffi- 
cient to pay all of its debts. 

“If the entire property and assets 
of the bank ane sufficient to dis- 
charge its liabilities, it is not insolv- 
ent within the meaning of the penal 
code, s@ction 204, although it may not 
be able to pay its debts immediately 
as they become due or to pay its de- 
positers on demand.”

IN THE LINE OF DUTY. 

The Constitution is in receipt of resolu- 
tion, published elsewhere, from the seven 
conferences of the African Methodist Epis- 
copal church, expressing the gratitude of 
the more than 1,000 pastors and the 160,000 
members of this denomination for the spirit 
of aid this paper has tried to manifest in 
the matter of lightening the problems of 
the negro race, and making more amicable 
the relations between the races. 

For forty-six years The Constitution has 
viewed it’as one of the important duties of 
southern journalism to help the negro in 
his efforts to become. a good citizen, to show 
Sim where his opportunities and his duties 
lay. to strip him of some of his harmful 
delusions and to protect him against the 
effects of misunderstanding. 

It has always been our theory, and it is

sis the salvation of the negro must lie in his 
own hands. The white man can help, and 
it is particularly the duty of the white man 
of the south to help, sinee he knows the 
negro as does no other element in our pop- 
ulation. Whether or not we like it, the 
races must live side by side. Itis only by a 
thorough understanding, by a mutual tolera- 
tion and sympathy that the problems arising 
from this close relation will be worked out 
in harmony and with intelligence. 

The southern negro has developed a new 
class or rather type of leadership, a lead- 
ership that teaches him practical tasks, that 
does not inflame foolish aspirations, but 
that preaches day in and day out the value 
of good citizenship.

ALFRED HENRY LEWIS. 


America is not so rich in men who can 
write strongly not to appreciate the loss of 
Alfred Henry Lewis, whose sudden death 
occurred recently in New York. 

Mr. Lewis, like Bret Harte and Mark 
Twain, first came into prominence through 
his stories of the west. It is probable he 
caught the spirit, and certainly the vernac- 
ular, of the latterday west more accurately 
than any man writing today. He had a host 
of imitators, but it was he fhat set the pace 
in rich humor and measured pathos and 
simple human nature. 

Of later years he had concentrated his 
energies on newspaper work, varying it with 
excursions into the magazine field. His 
books and his special articles had built up a 
large clientele. He will be missed, also, 
among the writing craft, who had learned to 
admire him personally and to respect his 
professional ability. 


THE PEACE SOCIETY. 

The Constitution presents today from 
Roy Dorsey, president of the Atlanta Peace 
society, a clear analysis of the motives and 
causes of organized peace, publication com- 
ing appropriately on Christmas day, the 
anniversary of the Prince of Peace. 

Mr. Dorsey’s reasoning in behalf of peace 
from the point of view of economics, no less 
than Christianity, is strong and convincing. 
He shows the waste of war, the violation of 
ideals, the brutalization of humanity, the piti- 
ful gain in politics and the tragic loss in 
manhood. 

He refers, incidentally, to the fact that 
we are celebrating the hundredth anniver- 
sary of our peace with England, the mother 
country. The observance comes with par- 
ticular pertinence while the nation from 
which we inherited many of our traditions 
and institutions and ideals, our very speech 
itself, is grappled in a struggle for its very 
life. 

In Georgia, as elsewhere, the peace move- 
ment is strongly organized. The immediate 
outlook is discouraging. But the philosopher 
reasons that thickest darkness comes just 
before dawn. From this standpoint, the 
efforts we make in behalf of peace are well 
invested. 


—— 


OBVIOUS DIPLOMACY. 

The razor-witted gentlemen who earn 

their livings by diplomacy do not, as a gen- 
eral thing, approve the efficacy of German 
diplomacy. They admit that in science and 
manufactures and fighting “Deutschland” is 
superb. But when it comes to European 
finesse, the American synonym for which is 
prevarication and subtlety, they say Ger- 
many simply is “not there.” 
Well, Germany has so far made good in 
its dealing with Italy—in keeping her neu- 
tral. The kaiser has sent to Rome as his 
ambassador Prince von Buelow, former 
chancellor. To the layman that statement 
would have negligible significance. But 
when it is said that, next to Von Bethmann 
Hollweg, Von Buelow most reflects the impe- 
rial mind and German policy, the maneuver 
is seen in its real possibilities. 

Italy has been ,.encountering some 
trouble riding the fence in the present 
crisis. On account of their hatred of Aus- 
tria, the people want to go to war with Ger- 
many. But the reigning house of Italy is 
dubious of the outcome of such an alliance, 
and still more dubious of the consequences 
of fighting Germany. Hence the hesitation 
and backing and filling which have given 
statesmen and strategists unhappy moments 
in keeping up with the trend of the Italian 
official mind. 

Now that Buelow has gone to Italy and is 
in daily, almost hourly, touch with the 
Quifinal, we may expect to see matters 
come to a head.

“Peace Movement Analyzed 
| -By Peace Society Head 


Editor Constitution: Since the recent or- | 

ganization of the Atlanta Peace society 
many inquiries have come to us concerning 
the purpose of this association and the work 
to be done by it. We believe in our cause 
and bespeak for it the serious consideration 
of the Atlanta public. When our people un- 
derstand the movement, the Atlanta Peace 
society will receive their approbation and 
co-operation. When the suggestion that 
Atlanta thave a peace society was made in 
the spring of 1914 the general public would 
have readily seen the exact purpose of those 
enthusiastic about the formation of such a 
society. Today at the véry mention of peace 
our minds instantly turn to thoughts of the 
awful carnage abroad and men smile to 
think that Atlanta should bother itself with 
efforts to bring about peace. Be it under- 
stood that the peace movement proceeds for 
permanent and universal peace, 
. From sad experience we of the south 
have lately learned that by reason of mutual 
dependence no two or more of the world 
powers can engage in warfare without mil- 
lions of people living in neutral countries 
being sorely affected. Such a condition eéf- 
fects an incalculable economic loss to every 
nation engaged in international commerce, 
and, as we have seen, the pocket nerve of 
the smallest proditcer of cotton is touched. 
We have an immediate interest in peace. 


Many Members. 


The American Peape soctety was organ- 
ized in 1828 end today numbers its members 
in the thousands. Each state and section 
and county is to organize a local society 
such as the Atlanta Peace society which will 
be affiliated with the American Peace 80- 
ciety, and so the plan is apparent for sub- 
division down to the smallest possible unit, 
whereby the greatest number of people may 
be reached and most effective work can be 
done. 

The purpose of the movement is to effect 
and insure ultimately world-wide peace and 
the primary object of organization into s0- 
cieties is to educate the public to an appre-~- 
ciation of what can be done to insure uni- 
versal peace by organization and popular de- 
mand for our government to use its most 
diligent offices for the consummation of 
this object. 


County Organization. 


The peace movement is proceeding with 
the hope that each county will organize its 
peace society and that the societies of every 
county will be affiliated with the peace 50- 
ciety of the state and the societies of the 
states will be affiliated witn the American 
Peace society, which will in turn co-operate 
with the peace societies of ail other civilized 
nations until all the peoples of ali the world 
will have been educated to the point of view 
of the pacifists. 

The hope of the Atlanta Peace society is 
to fulfill its small part in this grand cam- 
paign for peace, and although we shall be 
little more than a grain of sand in a desert 
in this world-wide movement, yet in activity 
there is potency and others seeing our ex- 
ample will organize, declare for and educate 
for peace to the end that universal peace 
shall be ultimately attained. 

There are thousands in America today 
who believe that had the warring nations 
of Europe been controlled by the will of the 
subjects of those nations that there would 
have been no war there today. These Amer- 
icans are of the opinion that there are more 
genuine pacificists abroad than would ap- 
pear from the eagerness with which the con- 
tending nations flew at one another's 
throats, and, therefore, it cannot be success- 
fully claimed that this war proves the fail- 
ure of the peace movement and presents a 
true basis for gauging the standard of civ- 
ilization abroad. Nations are but. aggrega- 
tions of individuals and the measure of the 
civilization of. a nation can be ascertained 
by taking an average of the ideals of the in- 
dividuals, but the converse cannot be true 
that a people may be judged by the acts of 
its government, unless it be that that gov- 
ernment is controlled and dominated by the 
will of the people. In America we have a 
government by the people and it is the duty 
of every citizen in this union to exercise his 
right to express his conscientious convic- 
tions on any question concerning the vital 
needs of his nation and it is because the 
Atlanta Peace society offers to Georgians 
this opportunity to go on record in this 
cause of peace that we hope to recruit a 
large, active and intelligent membership. 

Let us see how aggrieved individuals set- 
tled their controversies in the remote past, 
and before the development of anything like 
our present-day courts of law. Systems in 
vogue in early ages were barbaric and took 
no cognizance of the laws of reason—yet 
they were practiced by all the people and 
sanctioned by the sages of the time. 

To begin with our first knowledge of the 
settlement of disputes, we find that a con- 
troversy, either civil or criminal, between 
two individuals, was usually settled by a 
pitched battle—in which the friends and 
families of both parties were actual partic- 
ipants, entailing. much bloodshed and 
amounting almost to a small war. 


Law Reigns. 


A little later on in point of time—among 
the early German tribes—one having com- 
plajnt against his neighbor would simply 
come upon the offending party and with 
force and arms beat him, or her, until his 
righteous wrath had been appeased, and 
justice was done between the parties. If 
the attacking party happened to get the 
worst of the argument this was taken to be 
proof conclusive that his opponent, the de- 
fendant, had the greater virtue on his side. 
The doctrine that might made right was the 
only principle invoked, the stronger whipped 
the weaker and, so far as we Know, every- 
body was satisfied. 

If one should seek to measure the prog- 
ress of our civilization with that of some 
ancient people it lies in our abiding faith 
and confitience in law; and, while there may 
be some who complain that their privileges 
have been usurped by the state, and their 
liberties unjustly restricted, yet a close 
study of the riotous conditions of by-gone 
days will convince even these that our laws 
are real repositories of our liberties—that 
to adjust differences amicably through these 
agencies of the state is one of the greatest 
attributes of our present-day superiority. 

But so far, and only so far, as the indi- 
viduals of the early German states had 
progressed in the settlement of their quar- 
rels have we progressed in the settlement of 
international difficulties. And though now 
the clouds of war darken the face of the 
whole earth and millions upon millions of 
intelligent and enlightened people are un- 
willingly and unwittingly suffering as peo- 
ple have never been known in such num- 
bers to suffer before, yet for those who have 
faith in the ultimate predominance of right 
there is in the very dim distance and darkness 
a wee little shaft of light, which we may call 
truth, which will some day break forth with 
the brilliance of the noonday sun and ijl- 
lumine the darkest recesses of the earth for- 
ever and shall guarantee the day when wars 
shall be unknown save in history. 

Fiistory will repeat itself in the case of 
disputing nations as in the case of quarrel- 
ing individuals; and instead of millions upon 
millions of worthy men dying on fields of 
battle, we shall have our rights guaranteed 
and see justice done in a court of interna- 
tional arbitration. 

Those who pray for world-wide and per- 
manent peace must win their gallant fight 
eventually, becau their basic principle is 
love—the tie that binds them is the ever- 
lasting brotherhood of man—their creed is 
the Christian religion. They must not fail!

South-to-West Highway 
Means Much to Section 


Editor Constitution: The importance of a 
main artery from the central west into the 
south has not been overestimated: on the 
Other hand, it has been underestimated. The 
vastness of its possibilities is presented. when 
we look back at the first attempt of our fore- 
fathers to open up the west. Hubert Howe 
Bancroft, in “Retrospection,” dealing with 
the first ‘national road, paints a picture well 
Song looking at by the gouth. He says, in 

art: 


“Over this thoroughfare poured a stream 
of population, thousands from. Europe, as 
well as those from the Atlantic states, which, 
percolating through the minor channels of 
ntercommunication, multiplied the mid-con- 
tinent inhabitants, and overspreading the 
Dilains beyond, crossing the mountains and 
deserts, finally debauching upon the golden 
shores of the Pacific. All along the length of 
it, like the paved street of a city cut Favover 
the wilds of country, were seen families ald 
associations rolling their great wagons west- 
ward with ease and comfort, the men at- 
tended ‘by women and children, mounted and 
On foot, ‘with cows and gheep and chickens, 
and all the concomitants of settlement and 
civilization, meeting on the way @roves of 
fat cattle, and wagons piled high with food 
products for the market of the east. For 
this highway of happiness, the medium of 
wealth and progress at a critical juncture 
in the development of the country, thanks 
are due in greater part to Henry Clay and 
Albert Gallatin.” 

Why Immigration? : 

Those were poor people, those early sét- 
tlers, and it only requires a moment’s thought 
to construct a picture fitting to the present 
time. Has the government of the United 
States been paid? Have the states through 
which this road wended its way, and who 
contributed their share, been paid? Our 
growth and our present wealth is the answer. 
_ Why should: some of our farmers be in- 
duced to go to Canada? Here at home we 
have the country, not only for them, but 
for the invester, the man who has the means, 
and is looking for the way to reach fields 
for investment. The tourisi is a prospector: 
furthermore, he is an advertisement; his good 
words ‘scatter like wildfire. and in his train 
comes the homeseeker and investor. Pro- 
vide the inducement for him to leisurely 
look over the ho&t of good things in scenery 
and business possibilities, and he will spread 
broadcast the good news, which will start 
this magnificent stream flowing. 

Consider the tourist from the monetary 
standpoint. We hardly realize thet the mag- 
nificent state of Maine, with all her beauty 
and resources, ranks her tourist trade as 
Second in the list of her industries. First 
comes her lumber industry, then her hotels 
and boarding houses. We are going back 
to the days of the wayside inn; the automo- 
bile has made this possible, and this very 
travel is the most valuable, as it stays long- 
er and distributes more widely the money 
it has to spend. thus. benefiting a greater 
number. 

Call of South. 
Manufacturers’ Record of December 
17 echoes’ this in the article entitled, ‘“‘The 
Call of the South to the Wlnter Tourist,” 
wherein they say: “The gplendid resort hotels 
that add to the wealth of the whole south 
are made possible only by this winter trav- 
el. The thousands thus employed and the 
great home market thus wreated, are but a 
very small part of the value of the tourist 
to the south. The tourist is more than a 
mere traveler for health or pleasure, more 
than a Hberal money spender. He is a coun- 
try upbuilder.”’ 

So today the tourist is doing just what 
our forefathers did when the government 
built the road west for them, as it payed 
a hundred-fold then, so will it do now, and is 
doing. Henry Flagler, as a tourist, came 
to spend more than $50,000,000 in the south. 
There are others who need but the oppor- 
tunity. Thousands whose wealth is not so 
great as Flagler’s, yet theirs is all new 
money to the south, and the aggregate would 
be many times what he has spent. 

A continuous, connected, improved high- 
way, as is proposed in the Dixie highway, 
tapping the very heart of the country through 
which it passes, would draw like a magnet 
the million and more tourists whose eyes 
have been gazing longingly as towards a 
promised land. The Lincoln highway is a 
wonderful example. Since the marking of 
this road and the connecting up of missing 
links in the road, the entire population along 
its route, near and far, has reaped benefits. 
Cities in northern indiana along its route 
have kept account, as near as possible, of 
the touring parties passing through. At 
South Bend the average during the summer 
was more than 200 per day.

All business is still persistently affected 
by the war in one way or another, some- 
times in most curious Wags. For instance, 
in dry goods, the dyestuffs scarcity prob- 
lem is affecting the very color of the 
fashions. Germany is the birthplace of 
dyes and only partial relief from the early- 
complete cut-off of shipments has 

place.. This, says The Dry Goods 
Economist, is shown by the new prices on 
cotton prints, which show a difference of 
one-quarter cent a yard between prints 
which are light and those dark in color. 
Certain manufacturers have been obliged to 
withdraw heavy colored cottons, like de- 
nims, which require large quantities of dye- 
stuffs. But in other imports from Germany 
recovery has been complete and the Econ- 
omist says that German manufacturers were 
able to make full shipments of dress goods 
in compliance with orders, as is indicated by 
the: fact that imports from the Fatherland 
during November actually exceeded those of 
the corresponding month a year ago.

Trial of Judge 


On Charge of Upholding Law 


Nash Broyles 


The common talk on Decatur street, 
during the morning hours of Christmas 
Eve, ran along the following lines:

At 1:30 o'clock, the hour set for the 
trial of Judge Nash R. Broyles, for six- 
teen years police recorder of the city of 
Atlanta, now of the court of appeals, 
the gallery of police court presented a 
gaily bedecked scene. There were all 
kinds of “darktown” citizens, wearing 
their Sunday-meetin’ clothes, on hand 
to hear thetrial of Judge Broyles, who 
had sentenced many of them to thef 
stockade, and fined others many times 
during his career as police recorder. 

Everybody Satisfied. 

As “Jedge Briles,” in the custody of 
a court attache, was escorted to the 
defendant's stand, to face trial before 
a bench upon which he himself had sat 
hundreds of times, a broad and satis- 
fied grin countenanced the dark faces 
of the gallery. 

“Jedge Briles was getting a dose of 
his own medicine,” seemed to be their 
thoughts. 

City Attorney James L. Mayson. act- 
ing recorder, stated the charges—‘that 
Nash R,. Broyles, the defendant, was 
accused of running the police court for 
sixteen years irrespective of what,the 
lawbreakers thought and to their great 
discomfort, and that he had been the 
friend of the Atlanta police depart- 
ment during said time.’’ 

To this charge Judge Broyles pleaded 
“guilty,” and put himself upon the 
mercy of the court. 

In his plea and answer to the court, 
Judge Broyles asked that the prose- 
cutor in the case, the Atlanta police de- 
partment, be estopped from prosecut- 
ing him because it was a well-known 
fact that that department, during all 
the years mentioned in the indictment, 
heartily aided and abetted him in the 
commission of the offenses with which

‘W atch, Owned by Dr. Brockett 


of Treaty 
Henry Clay’s 


An interesting relic of the signing 
of the treaty of Ghent, one hundred 
years ago yesterday, is a watch now 
in the possession of Dr. C. T. Brock- 
ett, of Atlanta. This timepiece was 
bought in Ghent in 1814 by Henry 
Clay, on the day of the signing of 
the treaty. He signed the treaty for 
the United States and bought this 
watch as a memento for his wife.

Through four generations the 
watch has come down to Dr. Brockett, 
who is now holding it for his little 
4-year-old granddaughter, Bettie Er- 
win Comer. Upon his return to 
America from Ghent Mr. Clay pre- 
sented the watch to his wife, who in 
turn, gave it to their only daughter, 
Ann Clay. Miss Clay married James 
Erwin. Their son, Henry Clay Erwin, 
wedded Miss Margaret Johnson, a

member of a prominent Mississippi 
family, and to her in due time the 
watch was willed. The Erwin family 
moved to New Orleans and it was 
there that Dr. Brockett married Miss 
Bettie Johnson Erwin, who had be- 
come the owner of the watch. 

Upon the death of Mrs. Brockett, the 
watch passed to her daughter, Lillie. 
She later became the wife of .W. T. 


Comer, a member of a family prominent. 


in both Georgia and Alabama, her death 
occurring only a few months ago. The 
watch is accordingly now being held 
bp Dr. Brockett in a safety deposit 
vault in Atlanta for his granddaugh- 
ter, the youngest child of Mrs. Comer. 

The case of the watch is of exquisite 
workmanship, both back and front be- 
ing beautifully engraved and studded 
with a circle of large pearls, around 
the outside of both the front and back 
of the case. 

Aside from its 
watch is an interesting relic of the 
signing of the most important treaty 
entered into by the United States since 
the revolution. A lave sum could 
probably be secured for it by owners 
of historic collections. Its sentimental 
value to the family of Dr. Brockett 
would, of course, make its purchase at 
any price impossible. 

The drawing presented herewith, ex- 
actly the size of the watch, gives an 
idea of its general lines, but falls far 
short of presenting the beautiful lus- 
ter of both the gold of which the case 
is made and of the pearis which are 
clustered around its rim.
